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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to

Group I, claim(s) 1-8, drawn to a zeolite material comprising adsorbed NO. 

Group II, claim(s) 9, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising zeolite material 
comprising adsorbed NO. 

Group III, claim(s) 10-11, drawn to a medical article comprising zeolite material 
comprising adsorbed NO. 

Group IV, claim(s) 12-20, drawn to a cosmetic or personal hygiene product comprising 
zeolite material comprising adsorbed NO. 

Group V, claim(s) 21-26, drawn to a method of preparing a medical article comprising 
the step of contacting nitric oxide with a zeolite material. 

Group VI, claim(s) 27-29, drawn to a method of releasing nitric oxide from a zeolite 
material comprising adsorbed NO. 

Group VII, claim(s) 30-38, drawn to a method of treatment or prophylaxis of an 
individual by contacting the individual with a zeolite material comprising adsorbed NO. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-VII do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: zeolite materials that 
reversibly bind NO (per Group I) are known in the art to be useful in the pharmaceutical 
and medical industries (Pavelic et al., "Immunostimulatory effect of natural clinoptilolite 
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as a possible mechanism of its antimetastatic ability." Journal of Cancer Research and 
Clinical Oncology, 1/2002, vol. 128, No. 1, pages 37-44). 

3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
